last week by the accidental dischar­ 
ge of his single barrel 
shot 
gun, 
which went off when he attempted to 
pull a small boat with it to the shore 
while he was duck hunting. 
The discharge of small shot tore 
most of the flesh from his left hand 
ard entered the front of his abdomen 
sending scattering shots in all parts 
of it.

hunters, according to Uncle Jim Bon- 
rer who hunted in Comanche county 
when the deer the turkey and even 
the buffalo were still plentiful. 
“Uncle Jim ” says that in the early 
seventies the wild turkeys were 
so 
numerous in some parts of the co­ 
unty that they were a real rru nace 
to the farmers, often injuring their 
coin and other crops. 
In the fall of 187"», 
he 
says 
a 
turkey roost was located cn 
Sweet 
Water Creek in Comanche 
county 
and late each afternoon and 
early 
each morning 
hundreds 
of 
these- 
birds could be seen flying in 
that 
direction, but were so wild that they 
managed to escape hunters for sev­ 
eral weeks. 
Finally 
"Uncle 
Jim ” 
with three other men, determined to 
outwit the big birds, and driving in 
an ox wagon reached Sweet W ater 
Creek just before sundown and pitch­ 
ed their ter.t in a dense thicket and 
prepared to await the arrival of the 
game. 
Just after dark the birds 
began 
flying in by the hundreds from all 
directions and the hunters for fear 
<of disturbing them kept quiet 
for 
about two hours 
before 
venturing 
fiVm their camp with 
their 
shot 
guns. After walking and 
crawling 
carefully through woods for 
more 
than a mile they came upon the roost 
and for hours kept up the shooting 
seeing a few turkeys fall here and 
there; hut when daylight came 
the 
fruits o(, their shooting 
was 
fully 
revealed, “Uncle Jim” says, and they 
were able to take back with them a 
wagon load of as fine turkey 
meat 
as is now sold on the markets at 30 
rerts per potgid. 
Although “Uncle Jim" is now 78 
years old, he is still as great a sport- 
man as ever and annually takes 
a 
fishing trip to some of 
the 
south­ 
west streams where the fish are still 
plentiful, and only last Saturday he 
walked into the County Clerk’s of­ 
fice and took out a hunters license, 
something he did not have to bother 
with in the good old days, he says, 
and left immediately with friends for 
Kimble County again to try his luck 
at deer shooting.
